Patriotic Meeting at the Y. M. C. A. 
Rooms. 


At the regu lar meeting of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association Sunday 
afternoon, the rooms were filled be­ 
yond their seating capacity with an 
attentive and intensely interested audi­ 
ence, assembled to listen to a patriotic 
address by Rev. C. E. Dunn of the First 
Presbyterian church of Freeport, on 
“ T h e Glory and S h a m e of W a r . ’ ’ The 
meeting was opened with singing of a 
patriotic character, followed by prayers 
from several young men. 
Rev. Dunn g av e an excellent dis­ 
course, referring occasionally to brief 
notes and statistics before him. 
He 
said that at a time like this it is hard 
to see anything but the glory of war, 
but the spirit of the Bible is opposed 
to war. It is a question, however, which 
has two sides to it. 
T h e Prince of 
P eace himself drove with thongs the 
tratficers from the temple, and at one 
time m ade the declaration that He 
cam e not to bring peace, but a sword. 
It would seem that the -principle oi 
peace can only be established by con- 
tlict. 
W a r for the sake of war is 
shameful; but war for the establish­ 
ment of a righteous peace is glorious. 
T h e wars of the nations of ancient and 
modern times were glanced at. 
T h e 
history of our nation shows that her 
coniliete have in the main been waged 
for the establishment of g r e a t and 
righteous principles, differing in this 
from most of the wars of the old world. 
T h e costliness of war was very impres­ 
sively shown. 
There is never a war 
without c a rn ag e . 
T he destructiveness 
of modern w arfare in life and tr e a s ­ 
ure was impressively set forth. 
W a r does not always settle things 
right. 
It never settles anything but 
the question of authority. 
From tbo 
standpoint 
of 
human judgment God 
does not always seem to be on the right 
side, as in tho late strug g le of Greece 
again st Turkey. 
W a r degrades men 
and demoralizes a nation. 
'The Fran- 
co-Prussian, the Napoleonic, and our 
own civil wars were instanced as ex­ 
amples, 
In the latter case the demor­ 
alization is still felt, and is such as to 
seem to place men and women beyond 
the reach of religious iniluences. W a r 
is contrary to the spirit of C h rist’s 
teachings. 
T he eyes of the thoughtful 
are looking forward to the establish­ 
ment of a g r e a t international tribunal 
for the adjustment of all disputes on a 
peace basis, 
On the other band, 
in tho present 
constitution of society, 
war is som e­ 
times an absolute necessity. 
In m u­ 
nicipal affairs we find police re g u la ­ 
tions necessary, and parental authority 
has to be occasionally and beneficially 
backed by physical force. 
T his is as 
applicable to nations as in communal 
and domestic affairs. 
D a v id ’s c h a r ­ 
acter was not affected 
detrimentally 
by war: 
A man of blood, he was stilj 
a man of God. 
W ashington 
would 
never have been the man ho was but 
for the war of the Revolution; and our 
own martyred Lincoln was m arvellous­ 
ly developed by the terrible conflict of 
the civil war. 
One glorious result of 
that war has been the unification of 
the nation. 
Holland’s defensive war 
was characterized as a righteous war. 
T h e present war with Spain, on the 
part of our nation was characterized as 
a war for humanity. 
If it were waged 
for 
territorial 
aggrandizem ent 
the 
speaker would be tempted to pronounce 
upon it a curse; but it is for the uplifting 
of the oppressed. 
Would to God it had 
been waged two years ago; th at wo 
had not been spurred to it by the 
treacherous destruction of tho Maine: 
that there m igh t have been no a d m ix ­ 
ture of revenge, as in the cry, “ R e ­ 
member the M aine.” 
It is a purer, a 
Christian patriotism that in tho spirit 
of Christ carries a sword for the e st a b ­ 
lishment of peace. 
T his is the glory 
of war. 
A t the close of the address, S ecretary 
Everly made an appeal for a generous 
collection in behalf of the work of tho 
Y. M. C. A. in tho maintenance of a 
teat with its supplies, privileges and 
influence in the cam p at Springfield 
and elsewhere; askiDg for a subscrip­ 
tion of fifty dollars. 
Generous re­ 
sponses were heard from all parts of 
the house, Messrs. Lewis, Bovey and 
P alm er each giving $5. 
S m a lle r suras 
were pledged in addition to the collec­ 
tion. 
Among the first to subscribe was
